Schroeder, the bank, which employes 100 
women clerks, bars married women for 
these reasons: 

’ Buginess and matrimony do not go to- 
gether. ; 

‘& batik is a business institution, not & 
school for matrimony. 

Love affairs in banks should be thor- 
oughly and timely discotiraged. 

Married women should be at home, not 
at a typewriter or adding machine, and 
should not arrogate the rights of single 
{women who have to earn thelr own liv- 
ing. 

“ There is a rule in oursbank that when 
& woman employe gets marfied she au- 
|tomatically resigns," added Mr, Schroeder, 
“In February two of our girls were 
| married. They were permitted to retain 
their jobs until April, at thelr own re- 
‘quest. All the others were discharged 
when the rule went into effect. . 

“After April 1, the bank will have no 
married women on its pay roll. We are 
opposed to the hiring of women at all,

investigators Called In from United 
States Army Declare Disaster 
Due to an Outside. Agency.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 18~— 
Nitroglycerine or some’ other form of 
high explosive caused the death here this 
afternoon of thirty-two men in the South- 
ern Pacific roundhouse, where it was at 
first thought -a locomotive boiler had 
blown up, The dead and most of the three 


score of those injured were non-union 
men—strikebreakers; 

That an explosive, and not steam, caused 
death and destruction is the firm belief of 
an army officer stationed here who is 
recognized as an authority on explosive 
forces and their respective effects. For 
obvious reasons he declines to allow the 
use of his name at present, although he 
can be quoted freely. 

“I, with several other army officers,"’ 
he said to-night, “have been called to 
investigate the nature of the explosion, 
and while my words are not official at 

present, I have no hesitancy in declaring 
that my’ personal. opinion is that the ex- 
plosion was caused by a high-power force 
of a nature similar to nitro-glycerine. 

“Just why -such an explosion should 
take place, and in such manner, of course 
I can say nothing... The appearance of 
the forward parts. of the locomotive, be- 
tween the cylinders and behind the heavy 
steel casting, which supported the front 
end of the bofler indicated the proximity 
of fire. The metal parts are discolored 
in a manner indicating: that they had 
been smoked.

Grace WALKER @ few weeks. ago were 
sent through the mafis, from a Man- 
hattan sub-station, and delivered by 
the postman in his’ regular rounds. 
That fact alone is sufficient to cause 
alarm~,in many households. Bomb 
senders are sometimes madmen, but 
their madness is not of the sort that 
should protect them from the penalty 
of the law. There is no good reason 
to assume that the bomb was sent to 
Judge Rosaurexy by a person whom the 
law could hold to be of unsound znind@, 
The instigators of such crimes were 
never moré numerous nor more aggres- 
sive in this country than they are to- 
day. The doctrine that every man 
possessing either wealth or power is 
an’*enemy of the people is promulgated 
freely. from “many secular pulpits and 
ig the themé of a good deal of printed 
matter in newspapers and magazines. 
Doubtless most of the agitators féel 
no sense of responsibility. They do 
not all realize that their words may in- 
cite crime. They are the frequent sub- 
jects of jest, and there is reagon enough 
to believe that they do not take them- 
selves seriously. 

“The man named Boygzsrmn, who heads 
a@ so-called Ferrer school in this city, 
is presumably of a eens disposi- 
tion, and fancies that the world may. be 
reformed in his way by argument. 
When he points out that all great te- 
formers from Dantes to Bormpsren have 
been persecufed, he makes himself ri- 
diculous, and his arguments are cheer- 
fully dismissed with smiles by well- 
balanced. persons who may happen to 
hear or to read them. But he, like so 
many other heedless, voluble men, with 
ill-regulated minds, is perpetually sow- 
ing the ‘seeds of discontent. 

We have strong hope that Mr. DovaH- 
ERTY will run down the ingenious bomb- 
maker who tried to kill Judge Rosar- 
‘sky, as he and @iis efficient aids ran 
down the taxicab robbers. If any 
group of malcontents is associated with 
this crime all its members may be 
brought to fustice before long. The 
Deputy Commissioner . kept his own 
counsel in the taxicab case. It seemed 
an impenetrable mystery, but he was 
goon on the trail. of the thieves, and 
one of them has already been convict- 
ed. Every decent citizen will hope 
that his success in the bomb case will 
be as quick and as sure. 


THE COMMERCE COURT.

It merely provided a quick and unif6rm 
method of appealing the Commission's 
decisions. ‘The opinions of the’ Com- 
merce Court have not always. been 
unanimous, ‘but the conflict has been 
between the opinions, the decisions be- 
ing uniform. In ita laat .report the 
Commission said that of thirty-seven, 
tontested cases before the court thirty 
had been disposed of. This certainly 
shows speed of action. We mention 
without adopting the statement of an 
eminent muckraker that “this body of 
“usurping Judges upset the rulings. of 
“the Commission in practically every 
“important case of the first twenty- 
"four which came before it.’’ 

To ‘Us it seems more important 
whether the decisions were right or 
wrong, than whether they were for 
or against the Commission. The de- 
cision as to the rightness -of the 
court’s action rests not with the 
newspapers, nor with the , interest-/ 
ed parties to the litigations, but 
with a bench above reproach. >Law- 
abiding citizens should be. content. to 
take thé law from the courts, confident 
that no sophistry can escape their final 
analysis. We therefore hold no brief 
for the court, and do not prejudge the 
Commission. We are merely reciting 
the facts which explain the attack upon 
the court, which is defenseless of its 
own action, unless and except its de- 
cisions defend and explain its.conduct 
in checking the Commission's ‘benef- 
feent procedure in the interest of the 
people against the railways. If it shall 
appear that the tourt is’ wrong the 
Supreme Court may be trusted to set 
it right. If not*therte will be ample time 
t6 take the action now threatened. 
Meanwhile it may. be suggested that 
the hastening of the procedure, the 
unification of it, and the development 
of a bédy of expert railway judges has 
been along the lines. of argument which 
led to the court’s establishment. This 
being so the cost of the court is a 
mere nothing. The weight which the 
disestablishment of the court will lend 
to the attack on Judges and courts in 
general is something undesirable at this 
time. It is impossible not to remark 
that the attacks are not on the char- 
acters—mental, moral, or professional— 
of the Judges, but are based on inter- 
ests, and impatience with whatever im- 
pedes those interests.

The officere engaged | 
in the manshynt, however, will be, as 
they ought to be, careful about taking 
risks. They will treat the fugitive ALLEws 
exactly as they would predatory animals, 
and. though the desire is to capture them 
alive, if possible, shooting on. sight will 
doubtless be the general rule. That 
course, if kept up long enough, may at 
last cow the murderous clan, and lead to 
voluntary surrenders. It is an extremely 
difficult country either to Invade of to 
besiege. A mountain tract 100 miles long 
and ten to thirty wide cannot be sur- 
rounded, even by an army, ahd the 
chances are. that most of the men im- 
plicated in the Hillsville affair, if not 
immediately caught, will one by one 
escape into the lowlands.

BID $6,483,000 BLINDLY. 


Simply Tried to Beat Other Manhat- 
tan Bridge Bidders, Sullivan Says. 


Cornelius J. Sullivan, cousin of Timothy 
D. Sullivan‘ was on the witness stand all 
of yesterday in the trial of the suit which 
he is bringing. against Patrick Ryan for 
one-half of the $2,000,000 profits Mr. Ryan 
is assefted to have made from his Man- 
hattan Briége contract. 

In the cross-examination by Herbert C. 
Smyth, counsel for Mr. Ryan, Mr. Sulll- 
van declared that neither he nor Mr. Ryan/| 
knew the least thing about bridges nor 
about the amounts really necessary for 
their construction. 

“In-~ estimating our bid for the con- 
tract,”” he said, “ we were simply playing 
poker for high stakes 6n a shrewd’ bluff. 
We guessed that the other bidders. would 
go above $6,500,000, and we reckoned that 
we would be able.to make enough out 
of it by fixing our price at $6,483,000.” 

“Then, you were. playing. & ,game of 
Dlind-man’s bluff for a $2,000,000 profit?’ 
interposed Mr. Smyth. 

“ That is about it,” replied Mr. Sullivan. 

“And it never occurred to you that you 
were dealing with the taxpayers’ money, 
and’ that they ought to have been con- 
sidered?’’ 

Here Max D. Steuer, Mr. Sullivan’s 
counsel, objected, and Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Dugro permitted the witness not to 
answer. 

“These contractors were not supposed 
to look out for the people’s interests,’ 
said the court. “The taxpayers have 
their own servants to see to that. These 
individuals had the right te look out for 
themselves.”’ 

Throughout the examination-of Mr. Sul- 
livan,swho told.of the haphazard way in 
which the big city contracts were disposed 
of, there was a battle of wits between 
Mr. Smyth and Mr. Sullivan, and Mr. 
Steuer. 

Mr. Smyth attempted to show the jury 
that Mr. Sullivan had not fulfilled “his 
part of the written contract whereby ‘he 
was to obtain half of the profits. Mr. 
Sullivan's contention, onthe other hand, 
was that it was through him alone that 
Ryan had obtained his chance to enter his 
bid, and that the contract between them 
called for no other service on his part. 

“Of course,”’ said Mr. Smyth, “we wish 
to give you full credit—’ 

“Give me cash,” interrupted Mr. Sulli- 
van while those in the courtroom laughed, 
“T’'ve had too much credit already.’

“Ryan asked me,” said Mr. Sullivan,

Fancy Bronze Figures to Hold Clocks 
Are Not ‘Parts of. Clocks.” 


In denying a claim filed. by T; Shingall, 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers holds that ornamental bronze fig- 
ures used as hangers or holders for clocks 
a not to be regarded,under the terms of 

e Tariff Act of 1908 as “parts of clocks,” 
with duty at the rate‘of. forty per. cent. 
ad valorem. The ernaments eomprise fe- 
male. figures; tiger’ heads, etc: . They 
were returned for duty at forty-five per 
cent. under the provision for “manufac. 
tures of. metal.” In overruling the pro- 
test Judge Fischer remarks that as the 
clocks are complete without the metal 
figures’ it is difficult to. understand ‘on 
what theory they can be considered parts 
of clocks. 

A Strauss & Co. failed to receive lower 

duty on watch chains made of metal and 
leather. The customs officiafs reported 
that as metal-is the component of chief 
value the chains were returned as metals 
not. specially provided for with a tax ‘of 
forty-five per cent.

erty; that there is a maniac, apparently 
sane, at large who has @ delusion that he 
has a mission to rid the city of certain 
persons. 

Neither does Judge Rosalsky agree 
with the police theory that the same 
person who sent the bomb that killed 
Mrs. Grace Walker of 208 West Seventy- 
seventh Street also manufactured and 
sent to him the bomb that was received 
in the mail last Saturday. He said that 
whoever sent the bomb must have had a 
motive, and that it was not reasonable 
to presume that a similar motive could 
possibly control in both cases. 

“There was a similarity in the nature 
of the bombs, it is true, but that is true 
also of other bombs,”’ said Judge Rosals- 
ky. “ As for the typewriting of the ad- 


up dresses on the two packages, they may 


indeed be similar, but there are thou- 
sands of typewriters of every kind’ in 
New York, and this.does not indicate any 
connection between the origins of the two 
bombs. 

Never Suspected an Italian. 


“In all things of this kind there is a 
motive, and there must have been one 
in this case, or else I would never have 
received that bomb. Right here I want 
to deny that I ever implied in any way 
that I thought this was an Italian case 
I have the highest respect for the tral 
ians, and I have tried many bomb cases 
in which Italians were the defendants. 
In those cases I always made it a point 
to impress on. the mf that it was the in- 
dividual and not the Italian race that was 
on trial.

I have always stopped him and refused to 
permit him to imply that this or that 
crime was a particularly bad one because 
of the fact that'some Italian had been ac- 
cused of committing it.

* Now, as to the motive of the sender, 
that is.one of the mysteries. I cannot 
conceive of such an enemy. I have tried 
hundreds of cases, and if the answer is 
to be found in any of them you are at 
liberty to look for it. I have no doubt 
the police will look carefully into this 
phase of the question.” 

“Do you think your connection with 
the Brandt case may have had some- 
thing to do witk this case?’’
